CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—Two fast trains

Three Desperadoes Bob a Colo- 


rado Bank, 


IFTER SHOOTING THE CASHIER DEAD 


Two of the Robbers Shot and Instantly 


Killed by a Plucky and 
Keen- 


Sighted Merchant—The Other 


Pursued by a Posse. 


DELTA, Col., Sept. a—A. T. Blanchly, 


of the Farmers' and Merchants1 bank, 
was shot dead while defending- his 
trust yesterday morning by three rob- 
bers. Two robbers are dead, and the 
third will soon be in the hands of the 
officers of the law, who are in Hot pur- 
suit. 


The above sentences form the brie! 


but sad story of a bloody tragedy that 
occurred here yesterday morning. The 
whole town is wild with excitement, 
and many are tho vows of vengeance 
heard. 


The business of the Farmers' and 


Merchants' bank was proceeding as 
usual. There had been quite a num- 
ber of customers in the earlier hours 
of the business day but about 10:30 
there was a slight lull. Three men 
had been seen lounging about the bank 
for a day or two without any apparent 
business, but their demeanor was by 
no means suspicious 
About 10:45 


o'clock, when no customers were pres- 
ent, the three men marched into the 
bank and covered the president with 
their guns. The spokesman, present1 
ing his revolver at the head of Cashier 
Blanchly, demanded that he hand over 
what funds there were in the bank and 
be quick about it. But Mr. IHanehly 
did not propose to give up the funds. 
Ills resolution was filial to him. Mr. 
Blanchly refused to hand over the 
money. The robber, without any fur- 
ther warning, fired on the unfortunate 
man, killing him instantly. 


The three men then grabbed all th< 


cash in sight, amounting to perhaps 
(100; then they started for the out- 
side, where their horses were hitched, 
but here they met an enemy whose 
work was swift and sure. Mr. Simp- 
son keeps a hardware storo near 1 
bank. 
The noise of the shot that 


killed poor Blanchly attracted his ftt- 
tention. The uproar had also drawn 
quite a number of people to the Bpo^ 
but they were net prepared ttn the 
robbers, while Simpson was. Qia 
trusty Winchester was loaded, and 6a 
was a sure shot. Simpson got into the 
street in front of the bank just 09 the 
three robbers were rushing out of the 
building with the pitiful J100 for 
which they had taken a man's life, 


They could attack un unarmed man, 


but they were no match for Simpson. 
The 
sharpshooting hardware man 


opened lire at once W hile the robbers 
were attempting to mauat their horses. 
His aim was sure. "Crack,"anda rob- 
ber bit the dust, never to rise again. 
A muffled cheer rose from the bystand- 
ers 
"Crack," and another robber was 


hurled into eternity, with his boots on 
and his prayers unsaid 


This took place in less time than it 


takes to tell it. But the few seconds 
were the temporary salvation for the 
remaining robber, who was enabled to 
mount his horse and start down the 
road for the surrounding country, 
Simpson sent a couple of shots after 
him, but to no purpose 
The villain 


had too good a start for even the keen 
eye of the hardware merchant to cor- 
rectly gauge his human target. 


By this time the bank was thronged 


by an angry multitude of citizens 
They recovered from their shock, and 
while willing hand& went into tho 
bank and carried out the remains of 
the heroic cashier, others rushed to 
their homes, collected horses and am 
munition and set off after the fleeing 
robber. There are men on his track 
who will not eat or sleep until they 
tree their game. Public feeling runs 
very high, and it is very likely that if 
the remaining robber is brought into 
town* unhanged he will be dangling to 
the end of a rope In a very short time. 


The bodies of the two assassins were 


taken to the coroner's, where they 
were viewed by hundreds, but nobody 
seemed to know who they were. A 
few had seen them lounging around a 
day or two before, as related above,but 
that wan all 


News is expected from the pursuing 


posse every minute. If they do not ar- 
rive or send news soon, a well-oganized 
chase will begin. There is the strong- 
est determination manifested that the 
robber who. escaped shall be caught 
and punished for his most atrocious 
crime. 


The remains Of Cash tor Blanchly were 


carried to his home. He leaves a wife 
and several children, and was an old 
resident of the county. He was highly 
esteemed by all who knew him, and 
the whole city is plunged into the 
deepest sorrow by the awful tragedy.

brought in alive

It ie 
diMooraging to eee that many men oat 
of employment are still willing to be the 
pliant tool* ot tbe demagognp, who ap- 
peals to their prejudice, and refuse to 
allow a single ray ot tbe light of healtby 
troth to enter their beads. The name 
fellow who told men bafore the last elec- 
tion that a obnnge tit administration 
meant higher wtigea to them and snorter 
boon end cheaper neoeuaries of life, in 
taoe of tbe fiot that the result has been 
precisely tbe reverse, and from the great 
army of well-paid laborer! in tbe United 
States an aimy of a million idle men 
hat been produced by tbe change, are 
•tilt sought after as advisors by the 
men who have been made to Buffer 
through their bad advice. 


They court the advioe of tb*ee men 


became they oontinne to harangue them 
•boot the "rigfata of labor," the "distribu- 
tion of wealth" anO. a "fair division of 
property," all ot which » the merest rol 
in the presence of prostrated industries 
anl unemployed laboi. 
So long as 


American labor ia unemployed or em- 
ployed al starvation wagta, it is in no 
position to make any effective demand*, 
and all efforts in that direction must 
prove failures. The lesion before the 
American laboring people at this time ie, 
has the war on capital whietfcalminated 
in a Democratic victory, which means 
war on the indnaUieD of the country 
which gan American labor full employ- 
ment at good wages, benefited labor cr 
hart it?

It is read 
in the silent wheels and the army ot idle 
laborers. It is true that capital invested 
in then* indostriea baa been seriously in- 
jured, but those who owned- the capital* 
an not destitute, while tbe labor that 
was employed in the ate of that capital 
U destitute. 


But when we Me organused labor, not 


tbe better thinking element in organized 
lihoc. but those impractical people who 
bavtV paehed tfaeimlfM to tbe front, 
drinking in toe sophittrieB of Ihe Alt- 
geld* and tbe Outer Harriaonf, it be- 
come) quite olear that they have not 
leaned the leeeon that is written on the 
roll et recent ewnta. AUthees lophiete, 
with all their theorlM can never start a 
wbeai or move a apindle in the industrial 
world, 'because business ia not done en 
theorise but on well defined businers 
primaries, and capital, no matter how 
bad and cruel it may eeem to be, cannot 
bi forced to employ labor where it 
can- 


not be done at a profit. 


All talk about the resumption ot bo£- 


iaee*,aoiong ae capital ia threatened 
with dangerous ind destructive lavi ii 
rHtrrmt*. and will only prove delusive; 
and unleee tbe organised labor of tie 
country tarns its attention away tram 
tbe demagogues and toward the prevail 
lion of the enactment of each law*, in 
other worda atakMtemnmn wane with 
capital invested in fiat kind of bnaineaa 
that employe labor, to prevent tbe enact 
ment of tariff lawa that meant taking 
work away from American workmen for 
the benefit ot European workmen then 
will be little improvement in the present 
condition of both capital and labor. The

AT IBS 
DAM. 


The RfcrCBLiOAN reporter visited the 


water works dam this afternoon and 
found that the leake bad been repaired. 
There were fonr holes in the dam last 
wrek, and a considerable quantity of 
water flowed ont. The mayor had tha 
breaks repaired, and now there ia no 
leakage there. The Bangamon at the 
dam ie 130 to 150 feet wide, and 
the eame width oontlnnea far above 
Riverside Park, over a mile distant. 
Parties who claim to know say the river 
IB 4 to 9 feet deep all the way, and that 
it ia fed largely by living Bpringi. A 
former alderman recalls the time when 
the river was much lower than it» now, 
and when a force was pnt at work clean- 
ing ont the old filter. It took over a 
week to pnmp ont the water, and when 
the men were pnt to woik it was with 
great difficulty that spade* or shovels 
oanld be need, because of the inflow ol 
water from the springs in the bottom ol 
river and from the hillside. The same 
gentleman is willing to wager any snm 
that the pnmpa conld not exhaust the 
present supply if they were kept going 
constantly for six months, with no rain 


THE CITY WASTE. 


Considerable has been said about the 


water oonenmera being wasteful. The 
city authorities are not wholly blameless. 
There is a constant overflow in the water 
troughs about the city, the fountain m 
Central Park is still doing business day 
and night, and there is a marked waste 
of water at the new filter. There are a 
number of wooden vats or tanks in the 
new filter house, and water is pnmped 
into them from the works. There is 
heavy overflow of the water which by 
some wonderful pitoe of engineering is 
permitted to go to waste entirely. The 
filter honse is on the east Bide of the Illi- 
nois Central railroad and above the dam 
nearly half a mile, and yet the oveiflow 
from the tanks is carried west over the 
railroad and down through the ravine 
into a ditch to a point below the dam. 
All of that oveiflow which ie a six-inch 
stream, enough to supply nearly all of 
the garden hose in the city, is permitted 
to flow ont of reach. It might be turned 
into the river above the dem. It should 
have been done in the first place. It in 
not ton late now to change the coarse ol 
that oveiflow and have it saved for the 
use of the citizens and tax payeia. 


The river to-day is no lower than it 


has been for two months, bnt it is cer- 
tainly unwise and improper for the oily 
authorities to permit the waste of water 
by the overflow at the filter tanks. 


Under the existing law all the water 


takeres are required to do is to obey the 
rales they will dad on th» back of the 
water receipts. 
And it IB also the busi- 


ness of the authorities to see that the 
rules are not violated, and further thai 
the river supply is not wasted by over- 
flows and other leaks.

Most ot the mines are closed 
down, idle men throng tbe streets, 
the marts of trade are deserted, mer- 
chants disoonrafled, and all the people 
looking toward theoomiug winter with 
gloomy and unhopeful brooding. I waa 
told that never in the history of iron 
mining on this peninsula has there been 
snob depression aa there is at present, 
nor do the people expect any relief until 
the administration has shown its hand on 
tbe tariff, and it they remove tbe duty 
from iron in the "raw-material," the iron 
trade ot Michigan is hopelessly ruined,
